‘SHARE OF FUNDS

With the prospect of receiving 
as reimbursement one-half of the 
money that the city has expend- 
ed in the civilian defense program, 
the city council last night 
studied a proposed ordinance 
specifying the rules and regula- 
tions governing the civilian de- 
fense volunteers. 

Not only may the city be reim- 
bursed but in accordance with a 
new state law the city will 
ceive support up to 50 per cent 
for any new civilian defense pro- 
jects. Included in a new program 
may be the employment of a 
civilian defense director who may 
assist in the local recreational 
program. 

A special meeting of the council 

may ‘be called for adoption of the 
ordinance since the state law 
specifies a time limit for passage 
‘of such a measure. 
Since Pearl Harbor the city has 
‘observed many of the sugzestions 
| of army officials relative to do- 
velopment of a strong civilian de- 
fense program. The outlay totals 
several hundreds of dollars. The 
city established an outstanding 
| civilian defense record and at the 
peak of activity, Upland was cited 
as having one of ‘the best organi- 
zations of any of the smaller 
cities, . 

The state legislature set aside 
a fund for distribution to |. the 
cities in relieving the cost of the 
local defense activity.

OFFICERS, HEAR 
OF SHPRENT 


Along with the re-election of 
Charles C. Teague as president 
of the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, Glen Shepherd of Eti- 
wanda was chosen to continue on 
the board of directors at the Ex- 
change’s annual meeting this 
week. He is the only represent- 
ative in this citrus district on 
the directorate of the nationally- 
known cooperative marketing or- 
ganization. 

Mr. Teague, pioneer citrus 
grower, is starting his twenty- 
fourth year as president of the 
Exchange, which has 212 affiliat- 
ed packing houses. 

In’ the season just ending, ship- 
ments from these Sunkist pack- 
ing houses exceeded 85,050 car- 
loads, approximately three-fourths 
of the total from California and 
Arizona. When the Exchange was 
organized just 50 years ago, Cal- 
ifornia shipments were less than 
6,000 cars and citrus fruits were 
a rarity in Arizona. 

Approximately 23 per cent of 
the Exchange orange shipments 
went direct to the armed forces 
or to the government for process- 
ing for lend-lease and the mili- 
tary, according to the annual re- 
port submitted at the annual 
meeting. 

The orange production of all 
states combined exceeded any 
previous year, although the Cali- 
fornia navel crop was short of 
last season by 35 per cent. The 
grapefruit crop was the largest 
ever produced and the lemon pro- 
duction surpassed that of any 
season except the bumper crop of 
two years ago. 

Shortage of labor was one of 
the greatest problems facing the 
grower, Paul S. Armstrong, gen- 
eral manager, reported, but this 
was alleviated by the services of 
7,200 Mexican nationals and part- 
time student labor, he said.
